Union has only been used for a study 
room on Sundays, it will be closed to 
save energy costs and wages for su- 
pervision personnel. 

Additional topics discussed at the 
meeting included the possibility of 
extending the hours of the Student 
Accounts Office and having dances 
in the Union, which Executive 
Council is presently looking into.

Night-time bus route 
to. begin trial service 


! Night-time bus service for Clarke students, an 
idea which has been worked on for more than a 
year since it was first suggested at Dialog Day, is 
finally becoming a reality. 

Service should begin within the month accord- 
ing to Sister Carolyn Farrell, chairperson of the — 
Board of Trustees subcommittee in charge of 
campus atmosphere. Farrell said a van has been 
reserved for lease and the insurance has been ap- 
proved. The only hold-up now is with the contact 
person in the Iowa department of public transit 
who is helping gather student data concerning 
the possible route of the nightly service. 

The bus will start on a-two-month trial basis to 
work out difficulties such as a final route selec- 
tion, and the amount of student donations need- 
ed to cover expenses, and the question of how to 


handle guest ridership. 
As of last year, 


according to Farrell, not 


enough interest was expressed by Loras or the 
University of Dubuque students to warrant their 
involvement in the night-time bus project, but 
during the trail period there is room to determine 
if either school wishes to join in supporting the 


effort. 


Even though it took more than a year, the 
Courier commends the Board of Trustees and ad- 
ministration members for their work to institute 
the night-time bus service. Their efforts show a 
concern for the safety of students and a sincere 
desire to work with students for the improvement 


of Clarke.
